Prevention, Not Prosecution 


In the mind of J. Edgar Hoov er. FBI director, 
America faces a top priority project in 19 55 
a nd he refers to the rise of youthful crime with 
deep co ncern. 
Writing in the January issue of the American 
Ma g a zine, Hoov er ticked off some significant 
sta tistics. He said that a ll kinds of crime had 
increa sed about 8 2 per cent in 19 54 ov er 19 53. 
And he said that in 19 53 persons under 18 fur­ 
nished 53.6 per cent of all car thiev es, 49 3 per 
cent of the burglars, 40.1 per cent of all other 
thiev es, 18 per cent of the robbers and 16.2 per 
cent of rapists. 
Tho se are thought-prov oking figures and raise 
the question of the v alidity and the adv isability 
of this new era in which we liv e. 
Certainly an 
a g e tha t brings so many technological wonders, 
tha t brings the w'orld, so to speak, into one room 
a nd offers such prospects for human adv ance­ 
m ent cannot get anywhere if it carries with it 
the germ s that destroy the moral and ethical 


side of human beings. 
But in the opinion of the FBI chief it is 
neither that complex nor abstract. His suggested 
remedy is within reach of all. 
Hoov er Is not calling for an increase in en­ 
forcement machinery nor if he making an in­ 
dictment of the age. 
He calls it an adult problem, correctable by 
adult effort. 
He said: "When children grow up 
among adults who refuse to recognize anything 
as fine and good or worthy of respect, it is not 
surprising that a certain number fail to dev elop 
high moral standards or ev en to distinguish be­ 
tween right and wrong." 
Some m ay say that the FBI chief has ov er­ 
simplified the problem, but curiously enough 
they will nev er be able to prov e their case until 
adults hav e tried his prescription. 
That would 
be a worthy adv enture—one which, if generally 
em barked upon would become so satisfying that 
the case would be dropped. 


Retracing Our Steps 


The conditions v rhirh led to the establishment 
of a non-partisan Board of Control in Nebraska 
hav e been forgotten by the majority of its peo­ 
ple, with the chances that thousands of its m a­ 
ture citizens today are naturally in no position to 
recall the circumstances. 
If we think that a mess may hav e dev eloped at 
one of the institutions under the Board of Con­ 
trol—the state prison—then obv iously we know 
nothing of the dire emergency which confronted 
Nebraska at the time the Board of Control cam e 
into being. 
There had been a spectacular outbreak in­ 
v olv ing the loss of sev eral liv es.

managem ent out, of confusion and near-chaos 
was the first task and it was done with notable 
success. 
We hav e com e a long, long way since 
that day.

We hav e dev eloped the 
physical plants of ¿he state institutions-not one 
but all of them —and though they m ay not be 
the best in the country there is little to be 
criticized. 
The report of Sanford Bates should 
be studied not only for its criticism but for its 
commendation. 
He finds no ov ercrowding at 
Nebraska of the nature that has occurred in 
many other stales. 
He specifically commends 
the recreational opportunities. 
He says the food 
is good. 
This better side of the study merits 
some consideration along with recommendations 
which can be construed as critical. 


There is an element of danger in the present 
mood. 
We aie likely to criticize agencies which 
so far as the agency is concerned has serv ed 
well when the opportunity presented it elf. Now 
there is mounting criticism of the Board of 
Control. 
It is not sacred in any sense.

criticism is deserv ed, there is no reason why 
it should not be directed against the board.

WASHINGTON — Inside story 
can now be told of how young 
Deputy Attorney General Bill Rog­ 
ers actually ov erruled the President 
of the United States in appointing 
a federal judge. 
President Eisenhower had prom ­ 
ised to appoint outgoing Sen. Bob 
Hendrickson, New Jersey Repub­ 
lican, to the U.S. Court of Ap­ 
peals as his consolation prize for 
stepping 
aside 
and 
letting 
Clif­ 
ford Case run for the Senate. In 
fact, Ike had giv en his personal 
word on this to Hendrickson’s #ol- 
league, Sen. Alex Smith, also of 
New Jersey. 
But at the sam e time, young 
Rogers had also made a com mit­ 
ment— namely, to wangle a feder­ 
al judgeship for Joseph 
McGar- 
raghy on the D. C. District court. 
As 
long-time GOP 
boss of the 
v oteless District of Columbia, Mc- 
Garraghy was too much of a po­ 
litico to risk appointing him to 
the higher court of appeals. 
Howev er, a v acancy existed on 
the court of appeals, not the dis­ 
trict court. To get around this dif­ 
ficulty, Rogers deftly managed to 
promote 
District 
Judge 
Walter 
Bastian to the appeals court and 
thus create an opening for Mc- 
Garraghy down below on 
the dis­ 
trict court. 
All this was pulled off smoothly 
without 
notifying 
the 
President, 
who is supposed to appoint federal 
judges. And by the time Ike heard 
about 
it, 
Bastian’s 
appointment 
had been sent to the Senate for 
approv al. 
Meanwhile, Sen. Smith of New 
Jersey had spread word around 
(he senate that Ike had promised 
the appeals v acancy to Sen Hen­ 
drickson. So when Bastian’s name 
cam e to the Senate 
instead, 
it 
made Smith look like a fool 
lie 
telephoned the White House in a 
rage and accused the President of 
a “ breach of faith." Senate (¡OP 
leader Bill Knowland of California 
joined in the protest. 
Ikp decided howev er. It would be 
too em barrassing to withdraw Bas­ 
tian’s appointment after it had al­ 
ready been announced. So he tried 
to mollify the senators by offer­ 
ing Hendrickson the am bassador­ 
ship to New Zealand. 
By this tune Hendrickson was 
really sore. He had agreed not to 
run for re-election, had watched 
Clifford Case win instead, and now 
the promised judgeship had faded 
to an am bassadorship "down un­ 
der." So he pouted and refused to 
say whether he would accept or 
not.

a United States Senator. Not long 
after he got out of the Army at 
the end of World War II. Neu­ 
berger. a free-lance writer now 42 
years old, was offered a hand­ 
some salary to become a staff 
member of one of the big circula­ 
tion magazines. It was the kind of 
offer that most free-lancers would 
jum p at. 
But because It would hav e meant 
mov ing to New York, Neuberger 
turned it down. He replied that 
his roots were in the Northwest 
and he meant to stay there. Along 
with his writing career he began 
to work in Democratic politics, be­ 
coming a state senator while at 
the same time his wife, Maurine, 
became a m ember of the lower 
house of the legislature.

They ranged ahead 15, some­ 
times 20 years. And the things 
they saw there, they insisted, were 
not v isions, but cold probabilities 
— ranging from the locomotiv e 
that runs on sun power to clothing 
th a t’s cheap enough to be thrown 
away after it has been worn just 
once.

researchers expect to 
dev elop life-sav ing treatm ents for 
sev eral types of heart trouble and 
of cancer within the next decade. 
A new drug to reliev e hyperten­ 
sion — one cause of heart trouble 
— has already come on the scene.

Perhaps the answer is a glass that 
repels dampness. 
Take roads. Away off in the fu­ 
ture, some transportation men see 
inifes of sale, high-speed, single- 
lane highways in which the car’s 
wheels trav el in shallow concrete 
channels. Once the motorist is on 
the road, his steering is controlled 
by the channels. His speed and 
braking are controlled also, prob­ 
ably from a central station that 
gov erns the cars electronically. 
Closer at hand is the possibility 
that autos will trav el from city to 
city on flatcar trains. Each track 
could carry sev eral times as many 
ears per hour as a double-lane high­ 
way does now. 
In the electronics industry, most 
men giv e the v acuum tube just a 
few more years. Then transistors 
will take ov er. One executiv e talks 
about a 50 cent transistor with an 
indefinite life. He thinks it will be 
here in fiv e years. 
Electronics experts also talk of 
specialized 
c o m p u t o r s. 
The 
computor was first dev eloped as a 
tool for scientists. Now, computor 


m anufacturers are working toward 
types designed 
fo r specific jo bs in 
industry. For instance, likely de­ 
v elopments in the near future are 
a desk-sized computor for offices, 
a computor to control machine 
tool operations, others to schedule 
production. 
In metals production, the talk 
ev erywhere is super alloys. The 
aircraft industry is using these new 
metals right now, for nothing else 
will stand up so well under the 
terrific heat of a jet engine. 
The most promising of new met 
als is titanium. It’s used sparingly 
now, for it’s hard to work and cost< 
a minimum of $5 a pound. Within 
fiv e years, the labs expect t( 
change this. Afterward, titanium 
will probably mov e into ship-build 
ing—because of its lightness and 
resistance to corrosion; and into 
supersonic flight—because of its 
strength at high temperatures.

Chemical engineers, meanwhile 
are worried about land. In time, the 
land av ailable today m ay beconu 
too expensiv e to use for growing 
certain 
basic 
food 
and clothing 
crops, 
and 
for 
raising 
forests 
for the nation’s shelter needs. 
W’ater is another answer. Within 
fiv e years, chemists m ay find an 
economical way to recov er fresh 
water from the sea — for irrigating 
barren lands. And perhaps in 10, 
more probably in 20 years chemist- 
may learn how to duplicate th 
process of photosynthesis. T h i 
is the process by which plants use 
light to make food. It may hav e 
great importance to human needs. 
Atomic energy is expected to 
make great strides within the nexf 
fiv e years. Within 15 years, many 
scientists believ e, 5 per cent to 
10 per cent of all electrical energy I 
will 
come from 
atomic 
power 
W’tthin 10 years, radioisotopes in 
the hands of industry may sav e 
as much as one billion dollars a 
year. These isotopes will be used 
to trace what happens during man­ 
ufacturing processes. 


The P e o p l e S p e a k

after his 
election to the Senate that he would 
mov e to depriv e Sen. McCarthy of 
any committee chairmanship in­ 
v olv ing inv estigatory powers. This 
brought an unfav orable reaction. 
Among President Eisenhower’s as­ 
sociates it was felt that this was 
the wrong tactic, giv ing the Wis­ 
consin senator a chance to get the 
limelight again. 
Neuberger says he will concen­ 
trate on conserv ation and public 
power. He has taken as his model 
the late Sen. 
George Norris 
of 
Nebraska, who repeatedly demon­ 
strated by his singleness of pur­ 
pose and his capacity to m aster a 
< omplicated issue w hat one man 
could 
accomplish 
often 
against 
ov erwhelming odds. Norris ignored 
the 
Washington 
cocktaij 
party 
round and stuck to his job with a 
dedication that grew out of his 
Lincolnian belief in the plain citi­ 
zens and his capacities for self- 
gov ernment. 
But the temptations in Washing­ 
ton hre great; greater by far than 
in the comparativ ely simple days 
when Norris was beginning his ca­ 
reer. 
Both Case and Neuberger 
hav e been importuned to take part 
in ev ery kind of radio and tele­ 
v ision program, to speak hither 
and yon and then hither again, to 
grace cocktail and dinnef parties. 
It 
ikes self-discipline to say no 
ov er and ov er. But that kind of 
self-discipline is. essential 
if the 
newcomer is not to spread himself 
so thin that he becomes merely an­ 
other piece m the noisy Washing­ 
ton facade.

Gary Cadwallader. the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. C. Ned Cadwal­ 
lader and a student at Lincoln 
High School, traveled thousands 
of miles from home last Sep tem­ 
ber when he went to New Zea­

At Wellington, he was met by 
Paul <20) and Cynthia <17: l ari- 
ham, his “ brother” and “ .sister” 
during his visit. 
Mr. Canham, 
whom Gary called “ Dad," i.s a 
sup ervisor of the Wellington tele­ 
grap h office. 
A f t e r registering at .s<'h«K>l, 
which 
consisted

interviews 
with ma.sters and headma.sters, 
Gary had to register at the hval 
p olice station, a routine comp lete 
with finger p rints. 
His comments on Wellington in­ 
clude. “ A p op ulation of about 
200^)0. sp read out over a large 
area with one of the best natural 
harbors in the world” 
“ W’ellington has one 
of 
the 
mildest climates in the world. 
Winter temi>eratures usually run 
around 40 degrees and summer 
seldom goes over 80. There is a

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Bedford Takes Unicam Seat 
Robbery, Rape Hit 10-Year Highs 
Pending Vote Contest Outcome 
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WASHINGTON (INS) - FBI Di­ 
rector J. E dgar Hoover reported 
Tuesday that more serious crimes 
were committed in the U.S. in 1954 
than in any previous year, with 
10-year record highs in robbery, 
rape, burglary, larceny and aggra­ 
vated assault. 
In his year-end report to Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell Jr., the 
FBI chief warned that “ today’s 
criminal in many respects is far 
more dangerous” than the desper­ 
adoes of the gangland era of 20 
years ago. 
Hoover also declared that “ the; 
Communist action program ” in the 
U.S. is “ being geared to cause a 
lowering of our guard, which, if 
successful, could have far-reaching j 
and dangerous consequences.” 
Five Pet. Hike 
He said: “ The need for eternal 
vigilance against subversion by fol­ 
lowers of the Communist Party i 
becomes more necessary with the! 
world-wide rise of ‘neutralism’ and 
t h e intensive Soviet propaganda 
program 
of 
‘peaceful 
co-exist­ 
ence’.” 
The F B I director said that pre­ 
liminary tabulations indicate that 
the number of serious crim es in 
1954 increased by approximately 5 
per cent over 1953. 
Detailed fig­ 
ures will not be available until 
March. 
Homicides and auto thefts de­ 
creased in number in 1953. but this i 
w as overbalanced by other far- . 
tors, including 307 bank robberies 
in 1954 as against 248 in 1953; 176 i 
bank burglaries, compared to 154, | 
and 34 bank larcenies, against 16j 
for the previous year. 
Rank Embezzlements 


Hoover commented: 
“ Bank em ­ 
bezzlements and defalcations un­ 
der federal laws investigated by 
the FBI totaled 1,065 last year. 
Such crimes, wherein trusted and 
respected persons violate the con­ 
fidences imposed in them, invari­ 
ably have community-wide ramifi­ 
cations. 
“ The FBI with increasing fre­ 
quency is observing cases wherein ; 
shortages 
have 
been 
concealed ! 
over a period of years by skillful 
manipulation of accounts and fig­ 
ures.” 
The director said the F B I’s in­ 
ternal security task “ has become 
increasingly more difficult in view 
j 
of the extensive underground op­ 
erations of the Communist Party 
and the necessity of identifying, 
locating and keeping abreast of 
those selected for important Com­ 
munist Party work.” 


Puerto Ricans Noted 
Hoover also took particular note 
of the 
Puerto Rican 
Nationalist 
P arty, four 
of 
whose 
members 
staged the mass assassination at­ 
tempt in the House of Representa­ 
tives last March 1. Five congress­ 
men were wounded in the a tte m pt.! 
He said: “ The terrorist National­ 
ist Party of Puerto Rico continued 
to engage the attention of the FBI. 
Despite the indictment 
and con­ 
viction of 17 mem bers of the Na­ 
tionalist P arty on charges of sedi­ 
tious conspiracy, the m embers of 
the nationalist party continue to be 
a potential threat and there can be 
no relaxing in vigilance so long as 
its members fanatically seek to 
obtain their objectives by terrorist 
methods.” 
Hoover reported that in the last 
12 months there were 10,941 con- 
viofcions in cases investigated by 
the FBI, with sentences totaling 
28 .8 06 years. He also revealed that 
the bureau had 133,730,48 4 finger­ 
print cards on file at the end of 
the year.

TOKYO (Wednesday) (INS)—An 
agreement under which the U. S. 
will pay Japan $2,000,000 for dam ­ 
ages suffered as a result of last 
spring’s hydrogen bomb tests was 
hailed 
by 
Japanese 
government 
leaders Tuesday but criticized by 
the fishing industry. 
A few hours after the pact was 
signed in Tokyo, Prim e Minister 
Ichiro Hatoyama termed it an in­

toward Japan. Vice Welfare Minis­ 
ter Chujiro Kimura expressed sat­ 
isfaction, saying the sum was high­ 
er than previously mentioned fig­ 
ures. 
This was disputed by a spokes­ 
man for the Japan Tuna Fishing 
Federation who declared that the 
$2,000,000 was only one-third of the 
amount claimed as dam ages by the 
fishing industry. He said the Ja p­ 
anese government should continue 
negotiating for a higher figure.

Shortly after 8 a.m. the sleepless 
parents saw Wise's car pull up on 
their lawn, and B arbara entered 
the house.
